* This was James's first appearance and he was last found in 1823. His 785 acres was originally granted to James Drawdy according to the 
deed dated 11 November 1823 wherein James sold it to William Conner in two parcels, with Wilson Conner one of the witnesses (Deed Book 
DEF, p. 72). On 9 January 1844 William Conner sold Willis Conner 785 acres on Watermelon Creek, presumably the same land but said to have 
been "originally granted to Jeremiah Slade" (DEF, p. 109). It also isn't clear whether the 785 acres reported in 1819/1820 by John Conner is the 
same land. Tattnall County deed indexes show no deeds to James at all; only one to a John Conner, in 1886; and the earliest deeds from 
James Drawdy or Jeremiah Slade in 1841 and 1824, respectively. Research question to be explored: was this John Conner actually James? 
This is the only one of the lists with two Johns, and two men of the same name in the same district were usually distinguished in some way, e€.g., 
Sr. and Jr. It is also oddly coincidental that in his only appearance the second John had 785 acres originally granted to Drawdy, exactly 
matching James's 1821 list. There was only one John Conner on the 1820 census for Tattnall, plus James, Willis, William and Wilson. 
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Images #352-374 looked to be for the year 1822: that year is handwritten on image #352 and these pages are in a bound 
volume between tax years 1821 and 1823, both of which are clearly labeled. But the last page of this section, image #374, has 
the tax receiver's certification that the digest is for the year 1833 and the digest itself contains several entries that obviously 
refer to land distributed in the 1832 Cherokee Land and Gold lotteries: the county is not stated but they include a Section # 
(unique to these two lotteries) and a random check of some of the landowners showed they were fortunate drawers in one of 
them (Smith, The Cherokee Land Lottery for the 160-acre lots; and Lucas, 1832 Gold Land Lottery for the 40-acre lots).
